From the Bavarian’ Army in the Country of Tirol, 
June 25. On the 18th we took Keuf-ftein, without 


the lofs of one Man; in it were found 7¢ Pieces of 
Cannon: The Magazine which was well ftored with . 


Powder, Bombs, and other Ammunition, was burnt. 
On the.20th, Wiegel was furrendred to us. On the 
“arft, we came before Rattenburg, and on our raifing 
a Katréery of 4 Guns the Garrifon capitulated on the 
23d, and march’d out next Day 3 after the Gover- 
nor and his Soldiers had taken an Oath nor to ferve 
againft our Elector or his Allies before the Month of 
‘April 1704. To Day our Arttiy came to Infpruek. 
The. People of Tirol,have laid down'their Arms,and 
taken an Oath of Fidelity to his Eletoral Highnels. 
‘General Gefchwind, who with a few Troops endea- 
vour'd to retire out of the Country, was intercepted 
within 3 Miles of Infpruck by General Topf at, 
and taken Prifoner with feveral of his Officers an 
300 Men. Thus in 6 Days our Elector has made 
himfelf Mafter of’ all Tirol. ser

Munich, June 27. His Electoral Highnefs, after

"Letters from Lillo tell us, that our Men took 3 Pieces 
of Cannon, 5 Standards, feveral pair of Keittle- 
Drums, &c. That the Generals, Fagel, Slangenberg, 
Hompes, and the other chief Officers, and generally 
all the reft, both Officers and Private Men, behay’d 
themfelves very. Glorioufly, infomuch that few Bat- 
tles have ever been fo well Fought. Some Paffengers 
that caine to Day from Antwerp through the Ene- 
mies Army, report, that the Field of Battie is cover’d 
swith Dead Bodies, that at leaft 5000 of the Enemies 
were kill'd or wounded, and that 1500 of the Jat- 
ter are carried into Antwerp.
